measures are soon forthcoming, seri- 
ous curtailment of this country’s ecx- 
ports will inevitably result.

FAMOUS ELK HERD IN 
YELLOWSTONE PARK 
FACES EXTINCTION 


Five Thousand Animals Already 
Have Been Killed By Hunters 
Outside Park. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The famous 

elk herd in Yellowstone park, number- 
ing 30,000 animals, faces extinction 
because of the heaviest snowfall in 40 
years and the heavy slaughter of ani- 
mals in Montana, where they have 
been driven in search of food, accord- 
ing to Robert S. Yard, executive sec- 
retary of the national parks associa- 
tion. Five thousand animals already 
have been killed by hunters outside 
the park, and their carcasses shipped 
to market In the present hunting sea- 
son, which does not close until Christ- 
mas eve, Mr, Yard said. The national 
parks asscciation is conducting a cam- 
paign for the elks' preservation and 
Mr. Yard declared that starvation 
faces the animajs left unless iarge 
quantities of hay for which no appro- 
priation is at present available, can 
be distributed in their feeding grounds, 
The almost unprecedentedly heavy 
snowfall has cut off the usual food 
supplies.

llth, 1915, four days after the Lus- 
itania was sunk, John Hayes, the cap- 
ta'n of a fishing boat, found a postal 
basket float'ng on the sea about 10 
\mileg to the south of High Islan, 
near Glandore, County Cork. In the 
postal packet were three reg'stered 
parcels, which, it !s sald, contained 
‘diamonds These were surrendered) 
to the coast guards at Castle Towns- 
end, and eventually reached the post- 
jal officia's in London who acknow- 
ledred their rece'pt. 

The d'amonds had been sent on the 
Lusitania by a firm in New York 
but it has not been found possible for 
the salvere to discover the cons'gnees 
and the firm in New York, to whom 
the diamonds were returned, refused 
to accent deitivery.

and effective ideas that are operative 
in the changes that are taking placo 
in society. If we carefully examine 
Syndicalism we shall see that it was 
at first an ebullition of violent pro- 
test but as its doctrines have spread 
and become understood by the work- 
ing class, the public men, and the 
thinkers there has been seen among 
them, apart from all the violence, 
principles of possible social utility. 
The orgin and growth of the move- 
ment in France was sketched, the 
speaker showing that it rose 
as a Working-class movement in pro- 
test acainst parlianentary socialism 


and ‘ndeed against all forms of parl- | 


jamentary government ds we know 
{t. The end and aim of syndicalism 
is the same as that which Marx set 
forth tn his revolutionary scheme. It 
differs from Marxian socialism in that 
It makes the “syndicate” 
union the central point of revolution- 
ary activity.

PEACE RIVER OIL 


Samples Taken in Peace River 
Are Free from Sulphur 


Financial Post, Toronto. 

That the oil pumped from the wells 
already. drilled in the Peace River 
country, is fres fiom sulphur, bus a 
high gasoline and kerosene content 
and is high-grade, is the statement 
of A. M. Slack, who visited Toronto 


*/ this week, after four years of explora- 


tion and drilling work in Northern 
Alberta, Mr. Slack, who is a resident 
manager of the Peace River Oj] com- 
pany, is in Toronto arranging for 
drilling equipment for next season's 
operations, 

The oil referred to by Mr, Slack 
Was pumped from what is known as 
the oil sands at a dept of about 1,200 
feet, and the well from which it was 
taken showed a capacity of about fifty 
barrels a day. Tho three wells now be- 
ing drilled by the Peace River Oi) 
company, which is owned by a syndi- 
cate of Western business men, will be 
sunk to the 3,000 foot level ®eneath 
the ofl sands, where the free oll is 
thought to exist.

The city will be div- 
ided into districts which will form con- 
stituencies each of which will be rep- 
resented according to the number and 
size of Tuxis squares. The local com- 
mittee will be asked to appoint a lieu- 
tenant-governor, who will be charged 
with choosing a premier of the first 
parliament, who, in turn, will be asked 
}to form a government. The govern- 
| ment will then draft a platform and 
lappeal to the electorate. The basis 
of the franchise will be extended to 
all older boys who are or pledge them- 
selves to become members of some 
Tuxis square, As soon as the govern- 
ment has been elected any problem 
relating to boy life may be brought 
before the parliament in the form of 
a bill properly introduced.

and whon it gets under way no doubt

The problem confronting Fd-' 
monton, and most other cities in 
the province, is that of keeping 
expenditure within the bounds of 
a very limited income until such 
time as growth of population, in- 
crease of wealth and restoration: 
of property values shall make 
possible the collection of more 
taxes than can be at present paid. 

It is pretty generally under-| 
stood that unless that is done dis-| 
aster must be encountered. To at- 
tempt to collect much larger taxes 
under present conditions would, 
almost certainly cause a break-} 
down at once. Property is already 
levied upon for twice the amount 
that ean be paid; and to multiply 
the levy on business and incomes| 
several times is scarcely possible. 
A heavy increase of expenditure| 
must therefore be made at the ex- 
pense of destroying the value re- 
maining in property; and thereby | 
destroying the chief source from) 
which the city draws revenue. 

In order to keep the outgo down} 
to the income it has been proposed 
to suspend for a number of years 
the allotments to the sinking fund. | 
But to do that would not help mat-| 
ters if the money thus ‘‘saved’’| 
were snent by increasing current 
expenditure. In that event the, 
tax-payers would be called upon| 
for as large a sum as at present, 
while we should be piling up trou: | 
ble for the future by renewing} 
our notes. If the expedient is} 
adopted of ‘‘funding’’ interest and | 
debenture instalments neither will 
the position of the city be streng- 
thened nor the pockets of the tax- 
payers spared unless current ex- 
penditure is kept down to the 
present figure, or as near that as 
possible. 

At present the city council has| 
absolute authority in fixing the| 
amount of current expenditure. 
When capital outlay is proposed a 
money bylaw must be submitted 
for the approval of the tax-payers. 
But council can é¢nerease the ont- 
lay on ordinary account at dis- 
cretion. With the council there- 
fore rests the question of whether | 
or not the expenditure shall or| 
not be kept within the limits of | 
the present — and possible—in- 
come.

That arrangement is neither 
defensible in principle nor safe in} 
practice. It enables one man to) 
fix another’s taxes without im | 
posing any burden upon himseif. 
Under existing conditions it puts! 
in the power of one class of citi- 
zens to tax another class into bank- | 
ruptey without disadvantage to 
themselves, perhaps with sup" 
posed advantage to themselves. 
And it puts the fate of the city 
itself in the hands of those who 
have no permanent stake in it and 
are free to step clear of the con- 
sequences should a crash come, 

The subjects of the Provincial 
Government living and owning! 
property in the city are entitled 
to make protest against the se- 


curity of their homes being thus

The Cause of Chaos.

A committee of the New York 
state legislature has since May last |

| been investigating the sources of | 


social unrest in the United States. 
Their conclusion is that the exist- 
ing unrest is not due to economie 
conditions but to propaganda of | 
the Russian government. The re- 


| port mentions by name three or- 


ganized groups who are actively | 


| engaged in urging the overthrow 


of government by illegal means, 
including violence. One of these 
groups includes the Communist 
party of America and the Com- 
munist Labor party. 

If there is an active Bolshevik 
propaganda in the United States, 
directed and financed from Rus- 
sia, as the report of the New York 
state legislative committee leaves 
no doubt there is, it is inconceiv- 
able that Canada should not be 
included. The organization men- 
tioned by the New York state 
committee as the Communist La- 
bor party is beyond doubt the 
running mate of the Dominion 
Labor party in Canada. That the| 
Communist Labor party of the; 
United States is directed and fi-| 
nanced from Russia is ‘fair evi- 
dence that when on June 20th of 
1919, Carl E. Berg of Edmonton 
wrote to R. B Russell of Winni- 
peg: 
“T have just got in a ship- 

ment of Bolshevik funds,’’ 
he was telling the truth. And 
further that the united and deter- 
mined attempt, to capture the 
towns and cities of the west at the 
recent elections for the cause of 
confiscation and chaos was in the 
same interest and under the same 
direction, 

The conditions of democratic 
civilization have become so sta- 
bilized that the vast majority of 
the people take for granted that 
they are natural and permanent, 
and that in the nature of things 
no radical change is possible. This 
is an error. Civilization and dem- 
ocracy are both artificial condi- 
tions. They are as they are be- 
cause they have been made so by 
blood and sweat and _ sacrifice. 
There was a time when they did 
not exist. That time may return. 
It has returned in Russia. It re- 
turned for a short time in Bavaria 
and Hungary and in Finland. Its 
return was attempted in Prussia; 
but there, where the propaganda 
that destroyed Russia had its ori- 
gin, it was defeated with whole- 
sale slaughter. 

The revolutions in Finland, Ba- 
varia and Hungary were inspired, 
directed and financed from Rus- 
It is a part of the gospel ac- 
cording to Lenine that a Bolshe- 
vist Russia cannot stand alone, 
that the Russian propaganda must 
be accepted throughout the world 
or it must fail, and from the first 
the policy of Lenine and Trotsky 
has been to play the same game in 
other countries that Germany 
played in Russia. The man who 
does riot see that Russian money, 
and Russian agencies were at 
work in the various disturbances 
that have paralyzed reconstruction 
effort in the lately warring ecoun- 
tries—ineluding Canada—is blind 
because he does not want to sec. 
Why should Lenine and Trotsky 
spend money in the United States | 
and overlook Canada? The strikes 
and attempted strikes of last 
spring in Western Canada and the! 
concerted effort to elect ‘‘red’’ 
councils in all western towns and, 
cities at the recent elections is 
evidence that Canada was not 
overlooked in the distribution 
either of propaganda or money to

Canada For the Lumbermen? 

Ottawa threatens to refuse fur- 
ther credits to Great Britain be- 
cause Canadian lumbering inter- 
ests have been losing money on 
their contracts, through their own 
folly in agreeing to accept pay- 
ment in pounds, shillings and 
pence. As the pound has sharply 
declined in value, bankruptcy is} 
said to threaten many firms. 

If the Canadian lumbermen were 
foolish enough to agree to accept 
payment in pounds, shillings and 
pence when the pound was shrink- 
ing in value it can easily be un-| 
derstood that they are not making; 
money on British contracts, and 
may be heading toward disaster. 
But the proposal to try to force 
Great Britain to pay more than, 
the lumbermen agreed to accept! 
—by refusing further credits—is a} 
threat to penalize both Canada| 
and Britain for the benefit of the 
lumber manufacturers. 

The recent Victory Loan was 
successfully floated by represent- | 
ing the extension of further cred- 
its to Great Britain as the one 
way to prevent Canadian business 
collapsing. Was that representa- | 
tion a fact or a piece of fiction? 
If it was a fact the threat now is 
to paralyze the whole commerce 
and industry of the country in an 
attempt to save the lumbermon | 
from the consequences of their} 
own short-sightedness, If it was| 
fiction the subscribers to Victory | 
bonds were euchred out of their 
money under false pretences and! 
refusing further credits would not 
help the lumbermen. 

Before Ottawa invites a business | 
deadlock, industrial paralysis, and 
a financial smash in the interests 
of the B. C. lumber combine it 
might make sure that the combine 
has not other ways of recouping 
its loss on British contracts than 
that of wrecking the country in a 
trade war with Great Britain. The 
present prices of lumber in west- 
ern Canada suggest that the B. C. 
mill men do not need any help! 
from Ottawa, other than that of 
standing by while they collect 
from prairie customers to make up 
what they are losing on British 
contracts. 


Wheat. 


The U.S. Government is to re- 
move the embargo against Cana-! 
dian wheat. The significance of 
this is that the authorities at 
Washington are now convinced! 
that the world demand will keep 
the price above that guaranteed to| 
the U.S. farmers by the Govern- | 
ment, and that the national treas-| 
ury will not be endangered by al-! 
lowing Canadian wheat to flow, 
into the country in obedience to! 
demand, 

Our own Government meantime 
is so fearful of the future that it} 
keeps the price from thirty to fifty 
cents per bushel below the U.S. 
level, with a promise that if the 
wheat board makes any money 
buying at that price and selling at 
the world price the farmers will 
some time get the difference. 

As the price south of the line is 
higher than that offered by the 
board, there will no 
doubt be a tremendous movement 
of Canadian wheat across the bor- 


the removal of the embargo double 
their range of activities, and in- 
stead of being able to exploit Eu- 
rope for the privelege only of eat 
ing U.S. wheat will now be able to 
hold up European buyers for the 
wheat crop of the continent. 

The Canadian farmer should get 

-in increased priees—a share of 
the profits the U.S. dealers will 
thus be able to glean from the ue- 
cessities of hungry Europe. That 
no means so 
certain. Last spring our Govern- 
ment repeatedly issued warnings | 
that the U.S. authorities were! 
planning to corner the Canadian | 
wheat crop this fall by shutting 


| off the privilege of shipping Cana- 


dian wheat in bond through the 
U.S. to Atlantic ports, It is not at 
all likely that the purpose in eor- | 
nering or threatening to corner the 
Canadian crop was to ‘split’? with 
the Canadian farmer the prices 
that U.S. dealers could thus exact! 
from European buyers. 

Had our Government secured 
from the U.S. Government assur- | 
ance that the bonding privilege 
would not be withdrawn, the Cana-! 
dian farmer would be in position 
now to deal with the U.S: export} 
buyer on the basis of the world} 
price, That this was not done un-! 
der the circumstances of the past 
five years was certainly due to 
neglect, and not to lack of oppor- 
tunity.

EXTRACT FROM RULES RELATING TO PRIVATE BILLS 


317, 
delivered to the Clerk of the Houge not later than the 10th day before the 
opening day of the Session. 


319. All applications for Private Bills, properly the subject of Legisla- 
tion by the Legislative Assemb!y of Alberta within the purview of “The Brit- 
{sh North America Act, 1867,’ whether for the erection of a bridge, the mak- 
ing of a raiiroad, tramway, turnpike road, telegraph or telephone line, the 
construction or improvement of a harbour, canal, lock, dam, slide, or other 
like work; the granting of a right of ferry, the Incorporation of any particu- 
lar trade or calling, or of any joint stock company; or otherwise for grant- 
ing to any individual or individuals, any exctusive or peculiar rights or priv- 
ileges whatever, or for doing any matter or thing, which in its operation 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, or relate to any par- 
ticular class of the community; or for making any amendment of a like 
nature to any former Act, shall require a notice, clearly and distinctly speci- 
fying the nature and object of the application, and where the application 
refers to any proposed work, !ndicating generally the location of the work, 
and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, such notice to be published, 
during four weeks, between the close of the next preceding Session and the 
time of the consideration of the Petition, in four issues of The Alberta Ga- 
zette, and one other newspaper pyblished in Engl!sh and not later than ten 
days before the opening day of the Session, two copies of the said Bill with 
the marginal notes inserted shall be placed by applicant in the hands of the 
Giese of the House, whose duty it shall be to get the said Bill printed forth- 
with. 


320. A copy of the notice with a statutory declaration of publication of 
advertisement, shall be sént by the parties inserting such notice to the Clerk 
of the House, not later than ten days before the opening day of the Ses- 
sion, which notice shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of the House.

TWO CASES OF 
SMALLPOX NOW 
IN EDMONTON 


Both Are Being Cared for at Isa 
lation Hospital—One is of 
Severe Type 


Two cases of small-pox have ode 
curred in the city and have been rae 
ported to the health authorities. ft 

The outbreak is not unexpected od 
it was considered by jhe health offi» 
cials, that with the lares number af 
visitors always arriving in the city 
from the east, it was hardly possible 
for the city to escape. 

So far as the cases are concerted, 
Doth are those of adult men and 
one is of a very severe type. One 
resident in the east end, and the other 
at Parkdale, It is stated that neither 
had been in touch with the other, and 
it considered that both may have cone. 
tracted the disease from a third party, 
. Both men ere at the isolation hus- 
pital where they are being cared for. 
The worse case of the two had never 
been vaccinated, while the other, a 
mild type, had been vaccinated about 
fifty years ago. 

The health officer, Dr. Whitelaw 
urges that all who have never been 
vaccinated should take the vaccina 
tion at once,
